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THE announcement of the abandonment of Fort 
Steele, Wyoming, will be a surprise, although it has 
been known for several years at Army Headquarters 
in Chicago that it would be done as soon as ade- 
quate quarters could be provided at other posts for 
the companies quartered there. The necessity for 
the new post Du Chesne hurried the abandonment 
of Steele, which has been of no use since the Ute 
campaign of 1879 80. 








San Francisco having lately been agitating itself 
as to who was the youngest soldier in the war, the 
Report sensibly says: ‘‘Our esteemed contempora- 
ries are welcome to the remainder of the discussion 
if they feel hke carrying it on. There are, we know, 
‘youngest soldiers’ in almost every city in the United 
States, and probably there are a few colonized in 
London and Paris. San Francisco has five, with 
several precincts to hear from.” 








THE Navy Department has commenced to send 
requisitions to the Treasury for the payment of the 
GRAHAM mileage claims for which appropriation 
was made in the late General Deficiency bill. These 
claims number 960 and it is estimated that about 50 
requisitions can be issued daily. It will thus require 
about two weeks for the Navy Department to finish 
the work, and probably two weeks longer for the 
Treasury to pass upon and issue warrants for their 
payment. 








SECRETARY WHITNEY’s scheme for a reorganiza- 
tion of the bureaus of the Navy Department having 
met with such ill success in Congress, it is presumed 
that he will shortly take some steps toward the 
appointment of a new Paymaster General and Chief 
Constructor. Our information is that he is now 
considering the subject, in connection with a plan 
for a reorganization on his own responsibility. He 
has the right, without changing the titles of the 
bureaus, to distribute the work of the Department 
as he may deem proper, and it is reported that he 
has determined to exercise this right by making a 
complete change in the business operations of sev- 
eral of the bureaus. After these changes are made 
there, it is said, he will announce the two new chiefs 
of bureaus. 








THE revolver match at the Wimbledon meeting 
was won by 85 out of a possible 36 at a 3-in. bull’s- 
eye, distant 20 yards, by Commander Percy 
Soort, R. N., with a Lancaster. Two others made 
the same score, one using an Enfield, the other a 
Lancaster. To hit the bull’s-eye at 20 yards with 
the Enfield, it was necessary, we are told, to align 
the sight at a spot two inches to the right of, and 
fourteen inches below, the bull's eye. Therefore, 
when using this weapon at a man 20 yards off, if 
the sight was aligned for the centre of his chest the 
bullet would pass over his head. The Lancaster had 
to be aimed some ten inches below the bull's eye. 
There were 1,000 entries and all the different re- 
Volvers, including the Enfield, Lancaster, Colt, 
Webley, Kynoch, and others, were tried. 








We have had something to say about Mr. Hurst’s 
theory of a forty-knot ship. As Mr. Hurst pro- 
poses to make this necessarily an ‘‘ unprotected ” 
ship, 7. ¢., a vessel with a thin skin of steel anala- 
gous to the fast ocean steamers, he recognizes the 
impossibility of carrying heavy, built-up, guns, but 





suggests rocket guns, in which “only a small 
amount of the powder is burnt in the gun, produ- 
cing only a moderate amount of strain.” James C. 
PAULSON, writing to The Engineer, wisely comments 
upon this proposition as follows: ‘‘ Another matter 
dealt with in Mr. Hurst's paper was the production 
of sound castings in steel and wrought iron by 
employ‘ng anew method. in the manufacture of 
guns. The RopMAN system could be introduced, 
which has heretofore been applicable only to cast 
iron guns, and consists ip cooling the gun from the 
inside while the outside is kept hot.” 








CONGRESS at its last session appropriated nearly 
one million dollars for the payment of bounty, back 
pay, longevity, for loss of horses and personal 
property, and other claims of officers and soldiers 
confirmed by the Second Auditor and Second Comp- 
troller of the Treasury. This amount covers all the 
cases certified to Congress up to and including July 
24, 1886. No provision was made for the payment 
of ‘‘current” claims of this class, so that all cases 
adjudicated during the remainder of this year will 
also have to be certified to Congress for appropria- 
tion. The Auditor submitted an estimate of $750,000 
to pay the claims that will be settled during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, not a single cent 
of which was allowed. Major Dewry, paymaster 
U. S. Army, who has charge of the final settlement 
of the cases for which provision was made by the 
last Congress, expects in a few days to commence 
sending out checks. His clerical force being rather 
limited, three or four months will probably elapse 
before the last case 1s reached. 








REFERRING to the order of the Minister of War to 
issue repeating rifles to 17 battalions of Chasseurs 
and six regiments of infantry, L’ Avenir Militaire 
says: ‘* While all the European world has known 
through the German press that on the other 
side of the Vosges a great manufacture of magazine 
arms was going on, silence has been religiously ob- 
served by French journals as to the transformation 
being gradually effected in our own armories, so 
that, thanks to the discretion of our contempor- 
aries, the information that within one month more 
than 60,000 repeaters are to be in the hands of 
French soldiers will be a genuine revelation toa 
great majority of our countrymen.” On July 26, 
according to our German exchanges, a celebration 
was to be had at Spandau, one of the three Imperial 
armories, in honor of the completion of the one- 
hundred-thousandth repeating rifle at that armory. 
This does not look as if, according to La France Mili- 
taire, the Germans had 600,000 stand of the new 
equipment for issue two weeks previously. 








WE have received a copy of an address delivered 
by General O. B. Witicox, U. S. A., at Sackett’s 
Harbor on the 5th of July last before the Jefferson 
Co. Historical Society. The General’s subject was 
Sackett’s Harbor and the War of 1812. His account 
of the preparation made on our side for that, admir. 
ably describes the preparation we are making for our 
next war, which is nearer at hand than the unthink- 
ing people imagine. ‘‘ We generally drift into war,’ 
General WiLcox truthfully says, ‘‘ and prepare for 
it afterwards. This neglect extended over Congress, 
the Government, and the States. Our shameful chro- 
nic Indian impolicy (in 1812) threw the Indians over 
tothe British side, and the neglect of our French 
Canadian friends and natural allies was such that we 
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derived no assistance from Lower Canada. In 
fact, England had every ad«antage, a powerful 
navy, a definite policy, regular troops, and hordes 
of savage allie: ; while we plunged into the conflict 
with undue precipitation, flickering diplomacy, no 
combination, willor unity; with a powerful section, 
New England, and a powerful party, the Federal- 
ists, openly opposed to the war; with scarcely the 
skeleton of an army or the phantom of a navy, and 
a militia system which made the militia virtually 
independent of the War Department, and of the 
generals in the field. In the face of the enemy, 
these new levies felt their want of training, and 
halted at the frontiers of their own States. Their 
fighting was mostly done ‘on the ramparts of the 
Constitution.’” General WitLcox also shows how 
the interference of the Secretary of War with the 
plans of Generel Witxrnson prevented the capture 
of Upper Canada. The lesson ofthe War of 1812 is, 
he concludes, ‘‘ more important to us than the gain 
or the loss of any single province. The lesson is this: 
‘In peace make timely preparation for war,’ and then 
let your best generals fight it out on their own lines, 
‘if it takes all summer.’” But we have lost the 
province and have not learned the Jesson. 








Tue Admiralty Gazette continues its attacks up 
on the English ‘‘gun ring.” In reply to the state- 
ment that its charges are not sufficiently specific to 
justify investigation, it says: ‘‘ The charge brought 
forward by Captain Armit is clear ani precise. It 
is to the effect that Government officials and officers 
of the Ordnance Department and Woolwich Gun 
Factory, as well as members of the Ordnance Select 
Committee, have been interested financially in the 
success of the ordnance firm of Sir W. G. ArM- 
STRONG and (o., contractors ‘o the Government, 
This charge admits of no fencing such as that of 
the Surveyor General of the Ordnance and of the 
Secretary of State for War. It is explicit and con- 
cise, and should be inquired into by a Royal Com- 
mission, as no other tribunal could be so constituted 
as to have the necessary powers to deal with the 
question in its entirety ; and the very fact that the 
Secretary of State for War is doing all in his power 
to prevent any inquiry at all being made, will do 
more to convince the public of the necessity for the 
inquiry we advocate than any further arguments we 
could adduce.” We know nothing of the facts, but 
we have derived the impression from American in- 
ventors and others dealing with the English Ord- 
nance authorities that something besides merit was 
required to secure entrance to the inner circle of the 
influences controlling their actions. The Gazette 
refers to the report of our American Gun Foundry 
Board for proof of the fact that a practical partner- 
ship has been formed between the English Ordnance 
Department and the firm of ARMSTRONG and Co, 
It refers to a contractor who declined the large 
Government tender as saying: ‘‘ ‘ The fees one has 
to pay to get the goods passed and accepted swallow 
up all the profits. If I supply inferior articles, as 
some do, I risk my reputation. Hence I decline to 
tender.’ Sosays one of our many fnends. Another 
says: ‘1 had to receive a large sum from the Gov- 
ernment in contract work. I called and called 
until I was sick of calling. I never could get my 
draft. At last, acting on the suggestion of a friend, 
I enclosed a note for £100 in an envelope, and called 
again. I apologised for giving so much trouble, but 
hoped the explanation in my note would prove saffi- 
cient. Itdid. I got my money thatday.’")

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Brever Major GENERAL ROBERT ALLEN, Colovel, 
U. 8S. Army, retired, died August 6, at Geneva, 
Switzerland, where he had been residing for some- 
time past. General Allen entered the Military 4 ca- 
demy from Indiana, in 1832, was graduated iu 1836, 
and assigned to the 2d U.S. Artillery. In 1846 he 
Was appointed Assistant Quartermaster, witb the 
rank of captain, and rendered efficient and valua- 
ble service during the Mexican War, receiving the 
brevet of Major for his gallantry at the battle of 
Cerro Gordo. At the close of the Mexican War he 
was assigned as Chief Quartermaster of the Division 
of the Pacific, and acted for a short period as Trea- 
surer of the Military Governor of Calitorpia. He 
remained on the Pacifie coast, except in 1852 and 
1853, when on leave, until 1861, and on May 17 of that 
year was promoted Quurtermaster, with the rank of 
Major, and was assigned in October as Chief Quar- 
termaster of the Department of the Missouri, and 
in that capacity furnished the transportation and 
supplies for the various armies in the Mississippi 
Valley. On the 19th of February, 1862, he was ap- 
pointed Colonel and A. A. D.C. In May, 1863, he 
was made a Brigadier General of Volunteers, and in 
November of that year was assigned as Chief Quar- 
termaster of the M ssissippi Valley, and fitted out 
General Sherman's expedition to join General Grant 
at Chattanvoga, enabling him to participate in the 
victory of Missionary Ridge. He rendered other 
valuable service, and received the Regulur Army 
brevets of Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel, and Briga- 
dier General aud Major General, as well as the bre- 
vet of Major General of Volunteers. After the war 
he filled several responsible and arauous positions, 
and on the 28th of July, 1886, attained the rank of 
Coloneland Assistant Quartermaster General. On 
the 2Jst vf March, 1878, he was retired, at his own 
request, after forty consecutive years of service. 
He has resided for some years past, we believe, in 
Europe. Many will mourn the death of the veteran 
soldier, ** Bob’* Allen, as be was known to bis fa- 
Iniliars, and the older officers of the Army. his cow- 
rades of many years ago, will deeply grieve the loss 
of their old-time friend. 

As No entirely correct account of the accident by 
which Capt. Murdock, of the 6th Infantry, lost his 
life has yet been published, we give the following 
extract from a letter to Mrs. Murdock, written by 
Lieut. Wm. P. Burnham, 6th Infantry, who was an 
eyewitness to the occurrence: 


I was at the landing on this side and saw the captain from 
the time he got on the boat until he sank for the last time, 
about 150 yards below thecable. The captain was at the bow 
ot the boat holding the muin rope, evidently by main 
streugth endeavoring to keep the boat from swamping. 
Sudden y the rope the captain was ho.ding broke at a point 
between the captaia’s hands and the bo:t itself. This let 
the boat louse, and the shock evidently pulled him forward 
into the water, he still holding to the rope, and with despe- 
rate efforts did he try to ¢ ull himself by mean, of th‘s rope 
to the cable, During this time the boat was floating down 
stream, almost under water. The current was so switt the 
captain soon found be could not reach the cable, so he let fe 
the rope, in vhe hope evidently of catching the boat. He 
certainly did swim, for he kept up in the raging torrent 
about 150 yards, and then sank for the last time, before Pri- 
vate Manuing could get to him. He seemed rfectly cool 
and collected, and made a désperate struggle for lite. The 
accident cact a gloom over the entire command, and we 
scarcely telt like proceeding on our journey. Pvt. Manning 
has doubtiess given you a more ‘ccurate and particular ac- 
count, fur be was nearer than any one else. 


Capt. Murdock wasinsured for $5.000in the Mutual 
Benefit Life Association, and a draft for that amount 
has already been sent to Mrs. Murdock, who was the 
benefimary. Without waiting for the usual proofs 
of death, which were not readily attaimable, under 
the circumstances, the company accepted the certi- 
ficate of the Adjutant General of the Army to the 
fact of Capt. Murdock's death, and telegraphed Mrs. 
Murdock that the money would be forwarded at 
opee upon the arrival of her receipt, and it was 
sent avcordingly. 


CoLoneL W. P. Witson, of Trenton, N. J., for- 
merly a Captain in the 2ist U.S. Infantry, died of 
heart disease, at Warm Springs, Va., August 5. Col. 
Wilson served during the war in the 148th Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers, attaining the rank of captain, 
and gaining » high character for efficiency and gal- 
lantry, recetvivg the brevets of Major and Lieut. 
Col. In 1866, be was appointed a Captain in the 21st 
U.S. Infantry, and was mustured out in 1870, under 
the reorganization of the Army. He served for a 
long time as an A‘de-de-camp on the staff of Major 
General Hancock, and was nghly esteemed by that 
officer. He leaves a widow ana threechildren. The 
deceased was a brother-in-luw of ex-Governor Cur- 
tin, of Pennsylvania. 


Hewry Jounson, late Ist lieutenant 8th U. S. In- 
fantry, only son of Capt. Heury Jobnson, Medical 
Department, U.S. A., died suddenly at San Fran- 
cisco, of heart disease, Aug. 8, in the 31st year of his 
age. He was born in Delaware and appointed (from 
Culifornia) Oct. 15, 1875, a 2d heutenant 8th U.S. In- 
fantry, and promoted Ist lieutenant July 3, 1883. 
He resigned but afew short weeks ago, July 2, the 
condition of his health not permitting him to go 
with his regiment to Arizona. He was aCompanion 





of the Loyal Legion, and a gentleman with a large 
circle of friends. 


Dr. Henry VAN SruppIFoRD, a prominent physi- 
cian of St. Louis, Mo., who died there July 31, mar- 
tied several years ago Margaret Thomas, second 
daughter of Col. Martin Thomas. founder and first 
commandant. it is said, of the U.S. Arsenal. Five 
of their children are still living, the oldest son, 
Thomas, following his father’s profession; Mrs. 
Brantley, Mis. J. C. Thompson, wife of Capt. J. C. 
Tbompson, 3d U. 8. Cavalry, of Fort Davis, Tex., a 
younger daughter and a son, Charles. All were 
present at his deathbed. Of late years the doctor 
had withdrawn from the more laborious duties of 
bis profession, but retained a large office business, 
and was in great demand for consultation by bi: 
brother physicians. A biographical sketch of him, 
written a few years ago, said: “Gifted with a com 
manding presence, which would distinguish him 1n 
any assembly, his manners in ordinary intercourse 
would be considered rather reserved than otherwise; 
but among bis more intimate friends this easily 
gives place to a more genial bearing, which discloses 
u wind well stored with professional ard gre gre one 
ical information, and a conversation full of anec- 
dote and reminiscence, made peculiarly interesting 
by his long and varied imtercourse with distin- 
guished men.” 


MRS. QUACKENBUSH, who was buried at James- 
town, Rhode Island. on Aug. 6, was the sister-in-law 
of Admiral Quackenbush and the mother of Mrs. 
Davis, whose husband, Commander Davis, is now 
absent on a cruise in the training ship net eog ww 
Mrs. Quackenbush has heen in delicate health for 
some time past. The immediate cause of her death 
was a stroke of apoplexy Monday, Aug. 2, and 
although she was most skilfully treated by Medical 
Director Gorgas and Medical Inspector Kindleber- 
ger, also Dr. McClelland, of Philadelphia, nothing 
could be done to restore her consciousness during 
be: brief illness of six hours. Her sudden death 
cast a gloom over those who knew this estimable 
mt The pall bearers were Admiral C. H. Wells. 
U.S. N.; Prof. Bartlect, U. 8S. A.; Lieut. Ackley, 
U.S. N., and Mr. Rice, of Boston, a relative of the 
deceased. The remains were conveyed to Albany in 
charge of Rear Admiral Quackenbush and Lieut. 
Richards, also connected by marriage with the 
deceased. 


THE BARON TREUVILLE DE BEAULIEU, claimed by 
the French as the mventor of rifled cannon, was 
buried with military honors July 27. The projectile 
which bears his name and was brought forward in 
1842, was an adaptation of a shot to a mfled gun, by 
plucing upon it twelve zinc studs, or buttons, in 
pairs, which were designed to take the six grooves 
of the rifling. Beaulieu had been retired, with the 
rank of General of Division and Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor, since April, 1879. He was boro 
May 7, 1809, er:tered the Polytechnic School in 1829, 
was Brigadier General in 1867, ani promoted to the 
command of a division in 1871. 


FRANK H. Hamitton, M. D., LL. D., oneof the 
most eminent and successful of a died 
Aug. 11 at his residence in New York City. He 
served with distinction 1n the Medical Department 
of the Army @uring a portion of the war. It may be 
remembered that almost immediately after Presi- 
dent Garfield was shot, 1n 1881, Mrs. Garfield insisted 
upon sending for Dr. Hamilton. He was telegraphed 
for, and a special train being provided him, be went 
directly to the President’s bedside.

An act for the enlistment and pay and to define the duties 
and liabilities of * general service clerks” and “ general ser- 
vice messengers” in the Army. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to cause to be enlisted and mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States, for clerical service and messenger 
duty at the headquarters of the Army and at the several di- 
vision, department, and district headqu»rters, head- 
2 general service, at recruiting depots, and at West 

oint, New York, in the Army,avcorps of men not to ex- 
ceed one hundred and seventy, who shall be subject to the 
Articles of War and Army Regulations the same as enlisted 
men on duty in the line, but shall not be subject to be as- 

to any otber than clerical and messenger duty, as 

hereinbefore specified; nor shall this number be computed as 

a part of the number at which the Army is now limited by 
w 


law. 

Sec. 2. Thatof the men so enlisted oné hundred and twerty- 
tive shall be“ general service clerks,’ who shall be classified 
aod paid as follows: Class one shall] consist of niuety clerks, 
at one thousand dollars per annum: class two shall consist of 
tweuty-five clerks, at one thousand one hundred dollars per 
annum; class three shall consist of ten clerks, at one 
thousand two hundred dollars per annum; and the remain- 
ing forty-five of such men shall be “ general service mes- 
sengers,”’ who shall be ptid at the rate of siaty dollars per 
month; and all of such men shall be musterei for pay 
monthly the same as enlisted men, and sha)i receive no other 
compensation, pay, or allowance, except when on duty, 
when necessity requires, they shall each be allowed for sub- 
sistence one ration in kind to be issued by the Commissary 
Department. 

Sec. 3. That the provisions of law relating to the retire- 
ment of enlisted men shall be construed to include “ gen- 
eral service clerk and general service messengers” and, for 
the purpose of retirement, they will rank as tolluws: Gen- 
eral service clerks of class three with tirst serveants of the 
line. General service clerks of class two with sergeants 
of the line. General service clerks of class one with cor- 
poral of the line. General service messengers with privates 
of the liue.

Dept. of Artzona.—Brig.-Gen. N, A. Miles. 


The bread ration ot Fort Bowie has been increased 
to 22 ounces. 

A Tombstone despatch ot Ane 9 says: ‘*The 
country is terrorized, and ranches for almost a hun- 
dred miles around will beabandoned. It is thought 
to be a portion of Geronimo’s band, sent out by him 
to divert the attention of Capt. Lawton, who has 
been pressing the wily chieftain to his utmost. Ge- 
ronimo is engineering for time. What his next 
manoeuvre will be no one can tell. Itis highly prob- 
able that Capt. Lawton’'s pursuit has been so perti- 
nacious that he has concluded that the Sierra 
Madres are untenable.”’ 

Gen. Miles having learned that scouting parties 
have purchased stores at prices locally correct, but 
far in excess of these paid by the Subsistence De- 
partment, has directed officers in charge of troops 
about to take the field to take pains to provide their 
commands with sufficient supplies to last the pros- 
pective time, and to make timely provision for new 
supplies beyond the time provided for, by calling on 
the nearest A. C. 8. 

A despatch of August 11, from Tombstone, says: 
“Mr. George Baker, a gentleman well known, came 
in this morning from ye ory? Springs Valley, bring- 
ing the startling report that the Mexicans have dis- 
armed Capt. Lawton and his command in Sonora 
and taken them prisoners, and that when this be- 
came known at Fort Huachuca a company of troops 
was sent from there, with orders to push to Law- 
ton’s relief and stop for nothing, fighting their way 
through if necessary. A courier went through heie 
in great haste this morning, bearing sealed despatches 
to the officers in the dragoon service.” Like many 
Arizona newspaper despatches this proved to be 
without any foundation in fact.

A board of survey has been sitting at fhe Canton- 
ment on the Uncompahgre for the purpose of re- 
porting upon the condition of the saw mill at that 
point and appraising its value. This action is taken 
upon recommendation of the Department Inspector, 
who, iu a recent investigation, finds that the numer- 
our desertions from the companies stationed at the 
Uncompahgre were on account of the work the 
troops were compelled to ‘perform in connection 
with the mill. Lieut.-General Sheridan approved 
the report and ordered that as no further use existed 
for the saw mull it be sold at public auction. 


Dept. of the Platte—Brig. Gen. George Crook. 


The Secretary of War at request of the Secretary 
of the Interior has ordered troops to the Yellow- 
stone National Park to police it. This action is made 
necessary by the failure of Congress to make an ap- 
propriation to pay the salaries of the civil officers 
under the control of the Interior Department. 

General Crook, under orders of Lieut.-General 
Sheridan, has ordered Major Benteen with two 
troops of the 9th Infantry from Fort McKinney to 
Northern Utah to establish a new military post to 
be called Fort Du Chesne, at the junction of Fort 
Ashley and the Du Chesne River, to take the place of 
old Fort shernbare, as a cantonment among 
the Utah Indians. The post is to be located midway 
between the Nintsah and Utah Indians, and its gar- 
rison will keep the peace between those tribes while 
guarding the settlers in ‘that rapidly developed re- 
gion from invasion. It will also be buta short dis- 
tance from Salt Lake City and in easy railroad con- 
nection with that city.

MOVEMENTS OF GENERAL MILES. 


Tue Albuquerque Democrat, referring to the con- 
ference recently held there by Gen. Miles, Gen. Brad- 
ley, und Gov. Ross, says: 


No additional troops bave been asked for by Gen. Miles. 
The ist Infantrv having gone to California, the 9th was ord- 
ered from the Department of the Platte in its stead. From 
the first Gen. Miles has never lost confidence in the ultimate 
success of his undertaking, and the indications for a speedy 
a of the campaign against the Indians are most 
promising. 

Gen. Miles, accompanied by Lieut. W. Stanton and Lieut. 
J. A. Davray, his brilliant young aides-de-camp, came down 
from Fort Uni_.n, and, by appointment, Gen. L. 
and Gov. Ross came down from Santa Fé on the same train, 
and had a long conference at the San Felipe Hotel. General 
Miles feels perfectly assvred thet the hostiles are all in Old 
Mexico and that there is not one Indian to-day on the war- 
path in either New Mexico or Arizona. But heis not satisfied 
with merely driving the red devils beyond the frontier. He 
has perfected plans for thoroughly guarding the border and 
making their return impossible excent as captives. Captain 
Lawton, one of the most effective and efficient officers in the 
Service, is in command of the troops who are now in close 
pursuit of the hostiles in Old Mexico. Hts command is pro- 

oned for aixty days and he can co as far as the Indians 
can.. “I don’t expect to occupy Old Mexico as well as New 
Mexico and Arizona,” said Gen, Miles, and for this reason he 
has stationed the main body of his troops along the border 
and throughout the troubled districts to give security and 
confidence to settlers and has limited the pursuing command 
to a swift-moving body of men who will give no rest to the 
outlaws or no opportunity to replenish their stock of am- 
munition. New México and Arizona may well congratulate 
themselves over this assuring state of things, and it is hoped 
that they can soon join in jubilating over the capture and 
punishment of Geronimo and his band of assassins. 

Gen. Miles has always been known as the most courteous 

with possibly the bare exception of the 
lamented Hancock. There is further confirmation of the 
report that Geronimo has been wounded and that Natchez, 
his brother-in-law, is in command. The General says the 


Apaches now on the warpath do not number over forty.

Tue Brazilian frigate Almirante Barroso, with 
Prince Leopoldo on bvard, left Newport, Aug. 9, and 
put to sea. The Brazilians are delighted with the 
hospitaliry and kindness shown them while in the 
United States. 

A LETTER has been received at the Hydrographic 
Office from Capt. Trant, of the steamsbip Venetian, 
which pickel up the disabled Werra, saying that he 
eaused an oil bag to be hung from each side of the 
Venetian and towed some distance astern, with the 
ins:ant result of smootbing the sea about the disa- 
bled ship.

A NAVAL court of itquiry was ordered last Satur- 
day to meet at the New York Navy-yard on Monday 
to investigate allegations against the conduct of 
Lieuts. O. C. Berryman and 8. W. Quackenbush. 
The tormer was charged with absence without leave, 
and the latter with drunkenness The court con- 
sisted of Commanders H. B. Robeson and Nicoll 
Ludlow and Capt. McLane Tilton, U. 8. M. C., with 
Lieut. J. A. Hunker, Judge Advocate, 

Tue officers of the Hydrographic Office of the 
Navy Department are epgaged in outlining a plan 
for the division of the North Atlantic into sections, 
over which th? different maritime nations shall have 
control, the object being to rid the track of vessels 
from the derelict wrecks which now cause so much 
anxiety and danger. The August chart shows about 
twenty dangerous wrecks scattered along the path 
of vessels taking the international route to and from 
Europe, and under the existing arrangements DO 
pation is responsible for them. These wrecks are 
mostly abandoned lumber-laden vessels which have 
become waterlogged, and which in many instances 
drift for months, making navigation near them ex- 
ceedingly dangerous. 

Tue secretary of the Navy has taken no steps as 
yet toward dropping with a year's pay the surplus 
naval cadets who completed their six years’ course 
this year. Twenty of the class have received com- 
missions as ensigns, and five more are bopeful of get- 

ting the vacancies in the Engineer Corps. As to the 
latter there is some question and consequently delay 
in discharging the surplus prometions. Congress 
having adjourned without passing the bill giving 
the cadet engineers, recently restored to the Service, 
their origina! places, these gentlemen are not willing 
to relinquish their claim to the vacancies, and still 
they are not particularly anxious to acve t promo- 
tion at this time, fearing that they may injure their 








chances of securing legislation next,session. It is 
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not improbable that vacancies in the Engineer Corps 
will be kept open until Congress meets again, and 
then if Congress provides for the cadet engineers, 
five of the naval cadets can be given the vacaucies 
referred to. and the remainder discharged with their 
year’s pay from date of graduation. 

Tue Wynberg Times and South African Agricul- 
turist, publishe| at Simon’s Town, Cape of Good 
Hope, makes mention of the fact that “ the quarter 
master and quarrer-gunner of the_ Unit States 
steamer Lancaster ” had devoted their leisure hours 
to writing verses, and on the arrival of the ship at 
Cape Town had succeeded in inducing an enterpris- 
ing publisher to make a book of them.

HONORS TO ADMIRAL FRANKLIN. 


From the Orientai Advertiser of Constantinople 
we learn that at the dinner given at the Admiralty, 
July 7, in honor of Admiral Franklin and bis officers 
there were present: Minister Cox; the commander of 
the Kearsarge, Mr. Sigsbee; Lieuts. Staunton, Potts, 
Adams, Winslow; Ensign Duuzherty; the interpreter 
of the United States Legation, M. Gargiulo; Ad- 
miral Hassan Pasha, Ottoman Minister of Marine; 
the commander of the Mahmoudie, Hakki Bey; the 
introductor of ambassadors, lbrahim Bey, ete. In 
an apartment adjoining the dining room fifty Ameri- 
cau and thirty Turkish seamen, the latter speaking 
English, were assembled together. The Ottoman 
Minister of Marine, Admiral Hassan Pasha, made 
a brief speech, concluding with a toast to the Amer- 
ican Navy. This was responded to by Minister Cox, 
who said, amceng other things: 

Your East is bound to our West not only by international 
regara, but by mutual oblications and aspirations. Some 
one has said that the United States is composite, a mosaic of 
many characteristic races and religions. So is Turkey. 
America is the recipient of the va qualities of every 
nation. Our language is enriched with many tongues, 
Arabic, Greek, Latin and Teutonic. We have the common 
law from England ; our religion is from Judea: our federal 
system from Holland; our marine codes from Russia ; the 
very bymns in our churches, many of them are from India. 
But it is in the Orient that we find the tountain of our ma- 
1 stren, and progress. We derive our mathematics 
from this source of light and science. It was the East that 
transmuted acerehogy Sune astronomy and alchemy into 
chemistry ; aud you, Mr. Minister, are familiar with the ex- 
plosives and forces which practical men of the West have 
given you in compensation for the abstract teaching which, 
under the Oriental sky, led the car of advancement when 
the dark ages prevailed in Europe. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cox was afterwards called out to the apart- 
ment where the sailors were dining and made some 
further remarks, in explanation of the exceptional 
hospitality all alike were receiving from his Majesty. 
He called for three cheers, which were given with a 
heartiness that made the building ring again. 

The next day, Prince Selim went aboard the 
Kearsarge at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, aud ad- 
dressed the officers and crew of that vessel in the 
following terms: 

I come on the part of my august father and master to 
salute you in his Imperial name, avd I am the more delighted 
to accomplish the mission both asa soldier and aide-de camp 
of my beloved Soverei His Imperial Majesty the Sultan 
beheld with great satisfaction the American corvette in 
Turkish waters, and bis ar aay J considers this visit to his 
capital as afresh proof of the triendship which exists be 


tween the United States and the Ottoman Empire. I salute 
ou in the name of my sugust father and our country, and 
T shall ever cherish the precious remembrance of the mis- 
sion which I have fulfilled to-day. 
Admiral Fravklin, surrounded by bis officers, re- 
plied as follows: 





We are very happy to receive to-day on board the Kear- 





sarge the visit of your Hiehness, which is a further proof of 
the sympathy which his Majesty entertains for us. The ex- 
ceptioual kindnesses your august father has bestowed on us 
were such that they will never be forgotten, They tend to 
strenethen the good relations so hapmivy existing between 
the two respective countries. Therefore T beg of von to 
offer to his Imperial Majestv, vour aucust father, our cordial 
thanks, and tell him that the President of the United States 
will be thoroughly infor vel of the snlendid attentions we

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A D’ARTAGNAN, OR A NAPOLEON? 


THE French press, professional and political, is 
far from being harmonious in its approciation of 
General BOULANGER’s policy and aspirations. Still, 
there is an obvious consensus of opinion that he is 
a capable soldier and a brave man. With the or- 
gans of monarchy and imperialism the antagonism 
to an officer comparatively so young, however much 
a veteran in service and experience, is essentially 
sentimental and partisan. The pronounced Repub- 
lican journals, and such strongly national papers as 
our wide-awake exchange, La France Militaire, are 
equally earnest in their support of the new army re- 
gime, and are evidently disposed to accept the Mini- 
ster as something more than a popular hero— 
a man of Providence. The aspersions cast upon 
General BOULANGER by the opposition involve 
his personal traits rather than his professional 
qualities. He is charged with gross ingratitude 
to his alleged patron, the Duke D’AUMALE, ac- 
cused of military insubordination and violating 
his own expressed theories of deference to superior 
rank; satirized as a debutante seeking to play 
the leading role of a NAPOLEON, and ridiculed 
for the imposing splendor of his staff surroundings, 
the gaudiness of his personal bearing and the drama- 
tic effects he is constantly producing. So far as the 
expulsion of the Orleans Princes goes, honest obser- 
vers all over the world have come to regard it as 
little less than an imperative necessity for the 
French Republic. It was not the act of General 





BovLANGER, but of the Republican Government of 
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which he was a Minister, which would have been 
blind had it not seen with jealous eyes the machina- 
tions of the Orleans party, and at not too late an 
hour driven their leaders from France. As Ameri- 
cans we cannot forget the very conspicuous services 
in behalf of the Union so gallantly performed by the 
Comte de Paris, his brother, and their uncle, the 
Prince de JoINvILLE; but as Republican America, 
we owe our sympathy to Republican France. All 
nations permit foreigners, men without a country, 
to seek sanctuary within their boundaries so long as 
they respect the local law and are exempt from the 
action of secret treaties that concern assassins and 
anarchists ; but no nation can safely or consistently 
nurse, with rights of residence and immunity of 
citizenship, the growth of a power within herself 
that threatens her own vitality. 

Setting aside a consideration of the penalty in- 
flicted upon the Orleans Princes as a matter of 
equity, and of General BoULANGER’s instrumentality 
therein, what now most interests observers of the 
situation are the personal character and professional 
ability of the man whom fortune has raised to the 
control of the French Army. General BOULANGER’s 
career as a soldier need not be recapitulated. His 
record is not only that of a gallant officer in war, 
but of an able organizer, rigid disciplinarian, and 
thorough instructor in peace. To these qualities we 
must doubtless add the aspiring purpose of a man 
who cultivates the present with a keen eye to the 
future, pretty correctly understands his countrymen, 
feeling the national pulse with a sensitive thumb, 
and is master of those arts that not only make popu- 
larity but secure adherence. 

But Fraace more than any other nation needs and 
looks for a deus ex machina. As a soldier the first 
NAPOLEON filled this place. Is BOULANGER one of 
les hommes providentiels born. to return Lorraine 
and Alsace to France ? 

On July 23, 1870, when Louis NaPo.eon had dis- 
charged his chief of staff, General Le Bogur, and 
his armies were suffering reverses that threatened 
seriously the fortunes of the Empire, the JouRNAL 
hazarded the prophecy that General JuLEes Louis 
TRocHU would be the next administrative head of 
the military resources of France. Three years 
before a remarkably thorough and severe criticism 
of the etisting military system, in the form of a 
pamphlet entitled Z’ Arme2 Francaise, which reached 
its tenth edition, attracted our attention to its 
author, of whom, though a General of Division, there 
was little to be learned other than the record of a 
few lines allotted to him in Le Dictionaire Con- 
temporaine, in L’Armee Francaise and a subse- 
quent work of a similar character, and a reference to 
him in KINGLAKeE’s Crimea. TrocHU was not simply 
an assailant of all that was fraudulent and ineffect- 
ive in the Army schemes out of which Le Bogrur 
and otbers high in rank were filling their pockets at 
a deadly cost to their country; he was also the 
originator of a better, more honest, order of things, 
advancing a theory of reorganization which—though 
it came too late to save France from her humilia- 
tion—was to have its pronounced influence when the 
war was over. 

It was assumed that Trocuu’s trenchant condem- 

nation of existing inadequacies and abuses had ren- 
dered him obnoxious to the Emperor, whose percep- 
tion had been blinded to the military situation by 
misrepresentatious of his staff. The event showed, 
however, that NAPOLEON was not to be permanently 
hoodwinked. Trocuvu, within three weeks after 
our suggestion in the JOURNAL, was appointed to 
Le Bogur’s position, thus becoming practically the 
head of the Army. 
The career of General Trocnu during the few 
months of his power was not a success. His object 
was to render Paris impregnable, and that end 
secured, to aid the provinces in their assaults upon 
detached corps of the enemy. In all his actions he 
exhibited the soldierly qualities that any intelligent 
student of his career would have attributed to him ; 
ability to organize, ability to keep order, ability to 
lead troops to battle, steadfast adherence to his 
‘‘plan,” and a courage so conspicuous that it was 
said of him that he sought death to release him from 
his position. The London Spectator, writing of him 
after the surrender of Paris said:

Possibly no man, under the circumstances, could 
have achieved the results for which the Army and 
the people of France, during a few weeks, looked so 
confidently to their man of providence, and the 
failure of TRocuu under the circumstances should 
not obscure his undoubted merits. General Bovu- 
LANGER is the antithesis of TrocHu ; he was a sim- 
ple soldier whereas BouLANGER is a politician, as 
well as a soldier, and is influenced by a desire to 
control popular sentiment which TrocHuU never 
showed. He aspires not merely to command the 
French armies, but to put himself at the head of 
the French nation, by leading public sentiment and 
making himself the essential factor in the realiza- 
tion of national hopes and national aspirations. 
His first step is to republicanize the Army and make 
it more subject to his will. During his brief hold- 
ing of a Cabinet office he has undertaken more in 
the way of military organization than have his 
predecessors for years, and his plan of reorganization 
has extorted the favorable criticism of those whomust 
be the best critics in French eyes—the German 
staff. He has secured the passage of le loi d’espion- 
age, which discourages the residence of German 
officers in France under assumed names and occu- 
pations. His most recent act, the inauguration of 
Le Cercle National, a great Army and Navy Club, 
to which every officer in the Paris garrison must be- 
long, and which is designed to be the nucleus of 
associated clubs throughout the Departments, 
though arousing all the casuistry of the Conserva- 
tive press, has proven a’grand success and is a most 
popular move with the two services. 

It is very evident that BouLANGER thoroughly es- 
timates the traditions of the army, and the nature 
of his compatriots. His demonstrations are full of 
the feux d artifice that win the heart of an emo- 
tional people. On his return to the Ministry from 
the Charlais Park, the scene of his duel with DE 
LaREINTY, after accepting the congratulations of 
the officers who received him, he said to them, 
(we quote La France Militaire), ‘‘ There is too much 
fuss about this affair; it is the duty of all soldiers 
to fight. Besides, that Charlais Park is wonderfully 
convenient for these rencounters. Whenever any 
of you have occasion for it, I will place it at your 
disposal.” 

How far the attempt to discredit BOULANGER be- 
cause of his treatment of d’AUMALE will succeed is 
not yet apparent. Ingratitude and prevarication, 
the two offences with which he is charged, are most 
inconsistent with soldierly character, and it is not 
impossible that the growing popularity of the 
French War Minister may have received a check 
from which it cannot recover. 








NAVAL ORDNANCE. 

Tae Navy, in the matter of Ordnance, met with 
much better treatment at the hands of Congress 
this year than the Army. One million dollars was 
appropriated for new guns for the Navy, and not a 
single cent for the Army. The Navy will thus be 
able to continue its improvements in heavy gun 
construction, while the Army must of necessity lag 
behind until Congress sees fit to provide means for 
its advancement. This : partiality for the Navy 
Suggests the inquiry whether it is in any measure 
due to the fact that the control of Ordnance mat- 
ters for the Army is in the hands of a special corps, 
Whereas it is intrusted in the Navy to officers de- 
tailed from the line, and who are thus kept in con- 
stant contact with the ideas and requirements of 
the general body of the service. In the matter of 
heavy guns the Army is where it was twenty-five 
years ago, before the outbreak of the War of the 
Rebellion. Our forts are still armed with the guns 
Which were found there in 1860-61. 

To equip main batteries of the vessels, referred to 
mthe bill for the increase of the Navy, according 
to their design, a total of twenty-two 10-inch and 
‘wenty-eight 6-inch guns will be required. The 


4,000 ton vessel calls for twelve 6-4n. B. L. R.; the 
1,700 ton gunboat six 6-in; the 870 ton gunboat four 
6-in; the 8,730 ton twin screw cruiser (Waniwa- 
Kan) two 10-in., and the five double turret monitor 
four 10-in. (it issupposed) each. Of course, one 
million *dollars will not be sufficient to build all 
these guns, but it will enable the bureau to continue 
its good work of the past two years, so that as rap- 
idly as ships are completed there will be guns to 
put on them. 

A portion of the money appropriated, probably 
$250,000, will be utilized in improving the plant 
at the Washington Navy-yard. The purpose 
is to increase the facilities of the yard to a capacity 
sufficient to turn out all the guns required for the 
use of the Navy, and to depend upon gun and steel 
manufacturers for the guns in rough, only. 

Although the bureau is well satisfied with the 
results of the steel guns recently built and tried, it 
is not the intention to pattern the proposed guns in 
all respects after them. Entirely new designs for 
the 6-inch guns are now in course of preparation. 
It is not learned exactly what the changes are to 
but it is understood that the guns are to be hooped 
to the breech, instead of every part way, the length 
increased and the chambers made smaller. 








PENDING décision by the War Department on the 
new mileage law, the Paymaster General has, in 
answer to inquiries from officers of his department, 
issued instructions making the regulations under 
the law of July 24,’76, allowing eight cents, applicable 
to the new law. Mileage when authorized by law is 
to be allowed at the rate of four cents a mile, and 
railroad fares when paid. This action is based upon 
the ruling of Comptroller Upron, which reads: 
‘¢ Officers travelling over either of the railroads on 
which troops of the United States are entitled to be 
transported free of charge are not entitled to mile- 

age, but officers travelling under orders since Larch 
8, 1879, over any and all other roads are entitled to 
mileage.” The roads above referred to over which

ADVERTISEMENTS for rpapemia for the construction 
of the new vessels of war have been prepared and 
will be issued as soon as the Secretary decides upon 
the length of time to be allowed for the sending in 
of bids, and the specifications are furnished by the 
printer. The advertisement will invite proposals for 
five vessels, the Secretary having determined to 
have work on one of the vessels authorized by the 
late Naval increase act go on at the same time with 
the others. This vessel is the smaller of the two 
double bottomed cruisers authorized in the act re- 
ferred to. The provision making the appropriation 
of $1,500,000 for it, calls fora cruiser of not less 
than 8,500 nor more than 5,000 tons displacement, 
designed to have the highest practicable speed and 
furnished with the best type of modern engines. 
The design adopted for this vessel is after the cruiser 
now building for the Spanish Government by J. and 
G. THompson, of Clydebank, England. Itis believed 
to be the fastest cruiser yet designed. The plans 
and drawings are among those recently procured by 
the Secretary through Sir NATHANIEL BARNABY. 








Tue action of the Senate in confirming the pro 
motions made over the heads of Major MERRILL and 
Lieutenants BELLAS and KINGSBURY would seem to 
establish it as the rule under the present Adminis- 
tration to pass over officers awaiting retirement. 
To show who will be immediately affected by this 
decision, we give here a list of officers found inca- 
pacitated by retiring boards, with their numbers in 
the order of promotion. It will be seen that Cap- 
tain De HANNE, Medical Department; Lieutenant 
RAPHALL, 11th Infantry, and Lieutenant FLETCHER, 
2ist Infantry, are now at the head of the list, in 
their respective grades and arms.

At this writing, August 12, two vacancies exist 
in the disability retired hist of the Army. One re- 
tirement—that of 2d Lieutenant Jon T. Barnett, 
5th Cavalry, occurred during the week, and also 
one death, that of Colonel Ropert ALLEN. It is 
presumed that the two existing vacancies will be 
filled within a few days. There is an impression 
among some that the Department, in order to clear 
the way for promotion to the vacant Captaincy in 
the 11th Infantry, will select Lieutenants RaPHALL 
and TAyLor for these vacancies. 








Tse latest information this week concerning 
Mexican affairs is to the effect that the Mexican 
Government, through a communication received 
frm Minister JACKSON, requests the authorities at 
Washington to senda special envoy to Mexico, who 
can investigate impartially the legal questions in- 
volved in the CuTTinG controversy and report 
thereon. To this the Cabinet has agreed in a peace- 
giving spirit, and meanwhile no action of any kind 
will be taken by either country. No selection of 
our representative has yet been made. Those who 
are expecting an immediate outbreak of hostilities 
with Mexico will do well to review the history of 
our previous difference with that country. On Feb. 
8, 1837, President Jackson, in a message to Con- 
gress, complained of ‘ unavailing applications fcr 
redress ” against Mexico such as “‘ would justify in 
the eyes of all nations immediate war.” Previous 
to this passports had been demanded on both sides, 
diplomatic intercourse was suspended and renewed, 
and again suspended, commissioners appointed to 
adjudicate differences, and finally a plenipotentiary, 
Mr. SLIDELL, was sent to Mexico and refused a 
hearing. So dispute and discussion, crimination 
and recrimination, continued for more than ten 
years, until, on the 8th of March, 1846, General 
TAYLOR took up his march for Corpus Christi. 





THE wardroom of the new steel cruiser Atlanta 
is fitted up in an unusually gorgeous style. Syca- 
more is the wood employed, and in its treatment 
some exceedingly beautiful effects have been pro- 
duced. Quite a new departure in the style of state- 
room doors is to be observed, all of which slide in- 
stead of swinging, and are provided with ventilat- 
ing blinds at top and bottom. The rooms are high 
and commodious, containing many conveniences 
hitherto unheard of in American men-of-war. The 
electric incandescent light will soon be installed in 
every part of this latest addition to our Navy, and 
the ventilation of the ship from end to end is most 
complete and thorough. 








Tue San Francisco Report refers in an atrabilious 
mood to the veterans in the processions which bave 
tramped over the streets of that vity recently, say- 
ing: ** To be about six feet tall and weigh 250 pounds 
seems to be the popular idea of manly beauty afid 
majesty. A pot-bellied citizen, with a double chip, 
a deep voice and an air of confidence, born of poli- 
tical conventions and outdoor rostrums, is the beau 
ideal of the San Franciscan, who thinks he knows 
what a fine presence and military )earing are.

THF report of the Board of Army Officers, con- 
sisting of Major-Gen. John M. Schofield, Col. Cler- 
monf J. Best, 4th Artillery, and Major Marcus P. 
Miller, 5th Artillery, appointed to attend the ex- 
amnation of officers who completed the course of 
instruction at the Fort Monroe Artillery School this 
year, has been received at Army Headquarters and 
placed on file, with the following endorsement: 

The Lieutenant General has read this report with care, As 
many of its suggestions can be adopted by the commandant 
of the artillery school, he deems it best to defer any action 
on the other suggestions for the present. 

The Board met at Fort Monroe June 22 and spent 
five days in its investigations. It then adjourned to 
meet at Governor’s Island July 22, where the report 
was prepared. The report gives a roster of the per- 
sonnel of the school, followed by a statement of the 
condition of the material used. During the past two 
years some improvements have been made in the 
minor machives and appliances of artillery and 
engineering, but the chief object of professional 
value, such as the guns, small arms, carriages and 
armament, remain unchanged. It is suggested in 
this connection that the school be — with the 
modern systems of cannon and small arms, or with 
models thereof. A field gun carriage of the Gube- 
anval pattern, with an 18-inch pounder bronze gun, 
a trophy of the Revolution, bas been added to the 
museum. The quarters, recitation rooms, library 
and printing office were found in excellent order 
and equal to the wants of the school. The accounts 
of the pust treasurer were found correct and the ex- 
penditures judiciously made. 

The course of instruction during the past two 
years has been practicallyas laid down. A valuable 
addition to the instruction in the department of ar- 
tillery has been the tour of inspection made under 
the supervision of Capt. J. B. Campbell, 4th Artil- 
lery, instructor, of four officers, Lieut. Macomb, 4th 
Artillery, Lieuts. Lemly and Williams, 3d Artillery, 
and Lieut. Marsh, lst Artillery, who were espevia!ly 
selected for the purpose. They visited the South 
Boston Foundry, National Armory. Col and Win- 
chester Works, Frankford Arsenal, Pennsylvania 
Steel Company, manufactory of bigh explosives at 
Gibbstown, N. J., iron and steel works ut Chester, 
Pa., Dupont Gunpowder Works, and Midvale Steel 
Works. The results of their observations are to be 
given in special reports. 

While fully recognizing the importance of this ad- 
dition to the course of instruction the Board is of 
opinion that it should not be restricted to a portion 
of the class. That four officers only were selected 
was probably due to economical reasons, but it is 
suggested that a tour of tbe entire class to the Tred- 
egar Foundry, Richmond, or tothe Cambria or Mid- 
vale Steel Works, would not be an extravagant pro- 
ject and would be more in harmony with the pur- 
pose of the school. 

In the Department of Engineering the special 
problem given the class was ** to cover Norfolk, Va., 
and its water supply from an invading army ap- 

roaching from the sea, und by the roads coming 
rom the eastward between Minmos bridge on the 
North and Knoxville, 44¢ miles due South.”’ More of 
these problems the Board thinks mignt well be sub 
stituted for much that is taught in the engineering 
course. 

Instruction in photography was given by Major 
A. C. M. Pennington, 4th Art., and m Chemistry by 
Lievt. D. D. Jobnson, 5th Art. The course of “science 
applied to military art,” has been divided up among 
the other Departments as follows:

is seen why their number should be fixed for an indefinite 
period us at present. The officers detailed for instruction 
every two years should. in no case include any who have al- 
ready passed through the course and should not, without 
their own application or consent, include any who have 
passed the appropriate age for such instruction. This would 
include all who bave served as lieutenants longer than 12 
years. Indeed, it would, in our opinion. be better if the de- 
tails could be confined to those who have served only from 
two to six years and this limit may be adopted after a few 
more years,” 

It is recommended that the senior Ist lieutenant 
in each of the batteriesshould occupy the position of 
Assistant Instructor; be should be specially selected 
with reference to bis qualifications and should not 
be subject to periodical change. 

In regard to the course of instruction, the report 
says: 

This board cannot undertake to say what modifications 
should be made in the d-tails of the course at Fort Monroe. 
These details must of necessity be elaborated by the com- 
manding officcr and staff of the school. We can only indi- 
cate in general terins the principles which, in our judgment, 
should govern, viz.: 

The course at Fort Monroe should be cssentially post gra- 
duate to West Point. 

The essential features of the West Point methud, with 
which all are familiar and which led to so satisfactory re- 
sults, should be preserved, with only such modifications as 
are suggested by the greater age, dignity, and self-respect 
of the officer students. 

The subjects selected to compose the course should be, 
first. those which are essential to the accomplished artillery 
officer; second, those which are essential for the officers of 
the general staff, and, third, those more general subjects 
which are important to all officers of the Army. 

In making choice f'om the great range of subjects in the 
above outline decided preference should be given to those 
elements which need for their ready acquirement the aid of 
au instructor, and of the material appliances afforded by a 
military establishment like Fort Monroe. 

The general subjects of applied sciences and the subject 
of law might well be omitted, while the subject of torpe- 
does, offensive and defensive, and the subject of steam en- 
gineering, as applied to the manotuvres of heavy guns, 
should, by all means, be introduced into the course. Care 
should be taken to stimulate personal effort on the part of 
the student; he should resort to the sources of information 
abundantly supplied by the library, instead of waiting for 
the instructor to do that labor for him. 


The report concludes with these remarks: 


An artillery school at Fort Monroe, which, like the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, shall realize the highest ideal, 
must necessarily be the growth of many years, under the 
stimulating efforts of many officers and the liberal support 
of the Government. The most improved material for prac- 
tical instruction is still wanting. Hence the practical in- 
struction in modern artillery is unavoidably extremely im- 
perfect. Yet the habit acquired by the students 1n the use of 
obsolete appliances which are now furnished them will be of 
great assistance to them 1m their future efforts to handle the 
service guns. The course of theoretical instruction is yet, 
in the opinion of this Board, susceptible of improvement, as 
suggested, as also the methods of administration and the 
rule of detail of students. Yet the Artillery School has 
already accomplished great good, and its institution has been 
of inestimable value to the military service. We take great 
pleasure in recording our high appreciation of the faithful 
and efficient service rendered by those officers who have 
thus far conducted it, and especially by the present com- 
mandant, staff, and in<tructors, whose work it has been our 
agrecable duty to inspect. 


THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 


WE give here the text of the fortification bill as 
left in confereoce. There is a likelihood ofits becom- 
ing a law early next session: 


An act making appropriations for fortifications and other 
works of defence, and for the armament thereof, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted. etc., That the following sums be, and the 
same are hereby, appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for tortitications and 
other works of defence, and tor the armament thereof, for 
the =p year ending June 90, 1887, and for other purposes, 
namely: 

For the protection, preservation, and repair of fortifica- 
tions and other works of defence for which there may be no 
special appropriation available, $100,000, the same to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Secretary of War. 

() For continuing the sea-wall around Governor's Island, 
$50.000. For continuation of torpedo experiments and for 
practical instruction of engineer troops in the details of ser- 
vice, $20,000, 

Sec, 2. (2) For the purchase, manufacture, and erection of 
the necess..ry tools and machinery for the finishing and as- 
sembling of heavy ordnance at the Frankford Arsenal, Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania ; for guns in process of construction, 
gun-carriages, projectiles, fuses, powder, implements, and 
materials tor the trial and proof of such ordnance, and to 
complete the two ten-inch breech-loading steel guns now 
under fabrication, their trial and proof, and all necessary 
expenses incident thereto, including compensation of 
draughtsman on gun construction while employed in the 
Ordnance Bureau, $400,000, to be available until expended. 

Sec. 3. That the sum of $50,000, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, of the uhexpended balance of $400,000 avpro- 
priated by the act of March 3, 1883, for armament of fortifi- 
cations, 1s mayen f reappropriated and made available for the 
construction and payment ot the guns authorized by said 
act, and now being coustructed by the South Boston Iron 
Works, under contracts dated Sept. 24, 1883, and June 30, 
1884; and the extension of said contracts is authorized ac- 
cordingly. 

(@) Sec. 4. To enable the Secretary of War to contract with 
the South Boston Lron Works for the construction of ten 
12-inch, muzzle-loading, rifled, cast-iron mortars, each of 
31,000 pounds weight, at a sum not exceeding $6,000 each, or 
six with steel bands, not to exceed $10,000 each, in the disere- 
tion of the Secretary of War, $60,000, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary : Provided, That no part of this sum shall 
be paid for any such guns until after one of the same shall 
have been completed in accordance with the contract, and 
shall have endured a firing test of 200 rounds with standard 
charges adapted to such a weapon; and after such test each 
of said guns thereafter manufactured, and tested by ten 
rounds in the same manner, shall be paid for at the price 
aforesaid, on the completion and satisfactory trial-tvst of 
each ; all of said guns to be completed within one year from 
the termination of the firing-test of the first gun. 

(4) Sec. 5. That the Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy be, and bereby are, authorized jointly to make 
contracts with responsible steel-manufacturers, after suit- 
abie advertisements, to continue not less than 30 days, in 
newspapers most likely to reach the manufacturers ad- 
dressed, for the supply of rough-bored, rough-turned, and 
tempered forged steel in forms suitable for heavy ordnance 
adapted to modern warfare, for Army and Navy purposes, 
in quantity not to exceed 10,000 gross tons, in quality and di- 
mensions conforming to specifications, subject to inspection 
and tests atZeach stage of manufacture and including all the 
parts of each calibre specified: Provided, That no money 
shall be expended except for steel accepted and delivered: 
and each bidder shall contract to deliver yearly a specified 
quantity of each calibre, the time of delivery of the smaller 
ealibres to commence at the expiration of not more than 18 
months and the largest calibres at the. expiration of not 
more than three years from the date of the execution of the 
contract ; and all the forgings shall be of American product 

manufactured in the United States; and one-half of the

DEAR Sir: I am in receipt of your letter of t nst.- 
as also the copies of the Free Press, with editorials and com- 
ments on the address of sn agg before the O So- 
siety and Legislature of the State. 
; I have carefully read your articles and feel persotelly 
under great obligations to you for the clear and conclusive 
manner in which you have vindicated the truth of history, 
I find nothing to correct in your statemeut except a fact 
you mention, which is a misapprehension. 

I did not invite Gen. yg to be my chief uf staff 
till after the battle, because | did vot see him after assuming 
command till T met him on the tiel1, and bes’ ou 
him as a mainstay in handling the 3d Corps, #p¢é did vot wish 
to withdraw him from that position. I did ask General 
Williams to assume the duties in addition to tlowe of adju- 
tant general, but he declined. I also asked Gen. Warren, 
then my chief of engineers, to act temporarily as chief of 
staff, but he also declined taking on bimself additions! duties. 
Under these circumstances [ asked Gen. Butterfield to re- 
main till I had time to make permanent arrangements. Ou 
the third day, Gen, Butterfield having been disabled by be- 
ing struck with a fragment of aspeut shell, lett the Army, 
and a few days afterwards Gen, Humphreys accepted my in- 
vitation, 

My defence against the charges aud insinuations of Gens. 
Sickles and Butterfield is to be foundiu my sestioncay be- 
tore the Committee on the Conduct of the War. 1 have 
avoided any controversy with eitber of these officers—though 
both have allowed no opportunity to pass uolmproved

Lt. Ge», Ewell, ina conversation held 
with me shortly after the war, asked what would have been 
the effect if at 4 P.M. on the Ist he had occupied Culp’s Hill and 
established batteries onit. [told him that in my judgment, 
in the then condition of the 11th and Ist Corps, with their 
morale affected by their withdrawal to Cemetery Ridge with 
the loss of over half their numbers in killed, wounded and 
missing (of the 6,000 prisoners we lost in the field nearly al} 
came from these corps in the first day) h‘'s occupation of 
Culp’s Hill, with batteries commanding the whule of Ceme- 
tery Ridge, would have produced the evacuation of that ridge 
aud the withdrawel of the troops there by the Baltimore, 
Pike and Taneytown and EKmmettsburg roads, He then in- 
formed me thatat 4 Pp. M. on the Ist, he had his corps, 20,000 
strong, in column of attack, and on the point of mov on 
Culp’s Hill, which he saw was unoccupied and commanded 
Cemetery Ridge, when he received an order from Gen, Lee 
directing him to assume the defensive and not to advance ; 
that be sent to Gen. Lee urging to be permitted to advance 
with his reserves, but the reply was a reiteration of the pre- 
vious order. To my inquiry why Lee had restrained him, he 
said our troops coming up (Slocum's) was visible and Lee was 
under the impression that the greater part of my army was 
on the ground and deemed it prudential to await the best of 
his—as you quote from his report. 

But suppose Ewell with 20,000 men had occupied Culp’s 
Hill and our brave soldiers had been compelled to evacuate 
Cemetery Ridge, and withdraw on the roads above referred 
to, could the Pipe Clay Creek order have been so very much 
out of place ? 

That order was to meet the very contingency here in ques- 
tion, to wit: A part of my army, overwhelmed by superior 
numbers, compelled to frill back, an1 a line of battle formed 
to the rear of my most advanced position thus necessitated, 

As to Gen. Sickles having by his advance brought on an 
attack, and thus compelled the battle which decided the war, 
you have completely answered—and it is a very favorite 
theory with the partisans of this officer. But these geutie- 
men ignore the fact that of the 18,000 men killed and woun- 
ded on the field during the whole battle more than two-thirds 
were lost on the second day, and but for the timely advance 
of the 5th Corps and the prompt sending a portion on Rou 1d 
lop, where they met the enemy almost on the crest and had 
a desperate fight to secure the position—I say but for t!.cse 
circumstances, over which Sickles bad neither knowledge 
nor control, the enemy would have secured Round Top, 
planted his artillery there, commanding the whole battlefield, 
and what the result would have been I leave you to judge. 

Now, when I wrote my report of the battle I honestly 
believed Gen. Sickles did not know where I wished him to 
go, and that his error arose from a misapprehension of my 
orders, but [have recently kcarned from Gen. Geary, who 
had the day before been sent by Gen. Hancock to hold the 
ieft, and who in doing so had scen the great importance of 
Round Top and poten a brigade on it, that on the morning 
of the 2d, when he received my order that he would be re- 
lieved by the 3d Corps and on beimg relieved would rejoin 
his own corps (l2tb),on the right, after waiting for some 
time to be veloved he sent to Gen. Sickles a staff offiver with 
instructions to explain the postion and its importance, and 
to ask, if trvops could not be sent to relieve him, that Gen. 
8. would send one of his staff to see the ,round, and to place 
troops there on their arrival. He received for reply that 
Gen. 8. would attend to it in due time. No officer or troops 
came, and after waiting till his patience was exhausted Gen. 
Geary withdrew and joined his cope. Now, my first orders 
to Gen. Sickles were to relieve the L2th Corps Division 
(Geary’s) apd occupy their position. Here is evidence that 
he knew the position coeusied by Geary’s Division, or couid 
have known, and yet failed to occupy it. Furthermore, 
when he came to my headquarters at about noon and said 
he did not know where to go, I answered, ** Why, you were 
to relieve the i2th Corps.” He said they had no position; 
they were massed, awaiting events. Then it was I told him 
his right was to be Hancock's left, his lefton Round Top, 
which I pointed out. Now his right was three-quarters of a 


*Gen. Meade’s recollection on this point seems to be slightly 
at fault. He did see Gen. Humphreys on the morning he 
assumed command of the Army of the Potomac at Fred- 
erick City, and he at that time expressed his desire of ap- 
pointing bim bis chief of staff, ut utter discussion it was 
agreed between them that this officer could be of 
service by retaining command of his division in the 3d Corps 
during the impending battie-—Gen. Humphreys's testimony 
betore Committee on Conduct of War.

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mile in front of Hancock's left and his left one-quarter of a 
mile in front of the base of Round Top, leaving that 
nt unoccupied, which ought to have been oar. by 
ngstreet before we could get there with the 
Sickles’s movement practically destroyed his own corps, the 
3d, caused a loss of a cent. in the 5th Corps, and very 
heavily saspaget the 2d Co as [ said before, producing 66 
per cent. of the loss of the whole battle, and with what re- 
sult—driving us back to the tion he was ordered to hold 
originally. These losses of the first and second day affected 
greatly the efficiency and morale of the Army and prevented 
my having the audacity in the offensive that I might other- 
wise have had. 

If this is an advantage—to be so crippled in battle without 
attaining an object—I must confess I cannot see it. 

Pardon my writing with so much prolixity, but your gen- 
erous defence and the clear view you have taken of the bat- 
tle have led me to wander thus far.

We are in receipt of a letter and memorandum 
from Mr. James Beale, of Philadelphia, late 12th 
Muss.

R. Slocum. The first race was for gigs or whaleboats, 
distance, two miles with turn; Ist prize, 21 soles; 2d, 14 soles.

The 
race for catamarans and balsas, propelled by shovels, (no

MR. ROACH TO RESUME. 


Pans have been almost completed for a reorgani- 
zation of the business of John Roach and Sons, un- 
der a syndicate, which will fly John Roach’s name 
at its head. 

As the Dolphin specifications, even down to the 
last of them, covering the hull, had been complied 
with in building that boat, and as renewed tests 
without warrant seemed to be constantly required, 
Mr. Roach saw a disposition on the part of the new 
administration to throw the vessel back on his 
hands, and he made the memorable assignment at a 
time when he owed no man a dollar which was not 
amply secured. The engines of the Atlanta and 
Ch have bad their dock trals, and have proved 
entirely satisfactory. They, together with the Bos- 


j ton, will be ready for delivery by the assignees about 


the Ist of October. 

Mr. Roach is in impaired health. His life's aim 
was to build up American commerce to the plane 
attained by that of the othersea-going powers of the 
world. The alleged injustice came upon him with 
crushing effect in his declining years. He is now 
seeking rest and recuperation at Mount McGregor; 
but, before leaving for this point, he called bis sons 
and the superintendents of departments to a con- 
sultation on the future management of the business. 
Two or more powerful syndicates are known to have 
made propositions looking towards acquiring pos- 
session of the business and plant. 

These overtures to Mr. Roach were presented only 
in a general way at this consultation. It is known 
that the propositions of one of these syndicates was 
accepted. ‘Ihe details have not yet been made 
known outside of the circle of those immediately in- 
terested. Some of the points ot minor importance 
have not yet been settled. It is known, however, 
that the reorganization contemplates the retention 
by Mr. Roach of a large interest in the business, and 
that he shall be retained as the nominal, if not the 
actual, head. 

The matter has progressed so far that overtures 
have been made to Mr. J. M. Dodge, an eminent 
mechanical engineer of this city, to go with the new 
people as superintendent of the entire construction 
department. He has asked time to consider the 
proposition. Mr. Dodge is the son of Mary Mapes 
Dodge, the editor of “St. Nicholas.” eis a 
graduate of Cornell University, and served his time 
as mechanical engineer in Mr. Roach’s practical 
school. His executive abilities in addition to his 
professional qualifications make his selection a wise 
one. He is now in a flourishing business in this city, 
as a member of a firm of mechanical engineers, and 
it is a question if the appointment holds outsufficient 
inducement to justify him in giving up his business 
interests here. 

The syndicate is fast getting into such shape that 
it will be able to bid on the new cruisers which are 
soon to be built for the Government. One bid fora 
new Government cruiser has already been made, in 
the name of Edward Faron, superintending en- 
gineer for John Roach. A bid has been made and 
the contract closed for an iroz steamer for the Mal- 
lory line. Work on it will begin as soon as the suc- 
cessful syndicate 1s in proper shape to take the yard 
into its own management, out of the hands of Mr. 
Roach’s assignees. 

The statement here that Rvach and Sons are build- 
ing a steamer for the Mallory line is correct.

We very much doubt, however, 
whether Roach and Sons will be found,bidding for 
any more Government work.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE REORGANIZATION OF THE GUARD. 


THE abolishment of divisions and the consolida- 
tion of the National Guard of New York into four 
brigades, each commanded by a brigadier general, 
has absorbed the interest of the troops ever since 
the publication of the order promulgating the new 
state of affairs. Like all radical measures it has its 
opponents. They are most numerous among the 
ancient element, which openly avows that the foun- 
dation of all State troops is show, and among that 
class who on principle object to every measure from 
Albany as an interference with their sacred rights 
and hobbies. Others who approve of the measure 
say it was too sudden and unexpected, and almost 
discourteous to the older incumbents of the posi- 
tions abolished. But umong the bulk of the troops 
and the most progressive and valuable officers the 
reduction is estimated at its true value, and hailed 
as a wise provision, as timely as it was necessary. 
The order was sudden, but that is the nature ot 
things military. It is not customary for a com- 
mancer to consult with his subordinates before giv- 
ing commands, and in the centralization of all power 
in its commander lies the strength of military 
organization. 

The active strength of the National Guard at any 
time hardly exceeds 10,000 men. To command these 
there were four major generals and eight brigadier 
generals, each with an immense staff, with excessive 
rank, who performed little service except to exhibit 
themselves ou parade for the glorification of their 
chiefs in the eyes of the non-wilitary public—a 
source of unnecessary expense, ever-increasing cir- 
cumlocution, and a continual obstacle in the way of 
everything tending toa simplification of military 
business. As a commander who had for years stood 
at the head of one of- the best New York regiments, 
nobody understood these facts better than Gen. 
Porter, and his radical action is no matter of sur- 
prise to those who knew his views. On the other 
hand, the sweeping nature of the measure at once 
relieves him from any imputation 9s to personal 
motives or partiality, or that he acted for aught but 
the best interests of the service. The change can 
only result in a simplification of work of every de- 
scription, reduced expenses, increased rapidity in 
the transaction of business, and a clearer, more 
effective supervision of each brigade by its com- 
mander. 

No sensible person will assert that one general 
officer is not sufficient for 2,500 or 3,000 men. The 
State will hardly call out its troops for other than 
riot duty, which is invariably of such u nature as to 
require each regimental commander to operate in- 
dependently under instructions from the central 
seat of power. A call for service in the field would 
emanate from the General Government, under 
whose charge would be the entire management, the 
assignment of troops, commanders, ete. For initial 
purposes four brigade commanders would be suffi- 
cient. For a peace establishment as now exists in 
New York, compactness, facility of being handled, 
close supervision of every organization by its gen- 
eral, are necessary to obtain a proper state of disci- 
pline and efficiency, without which troops are of no 
value. The new organization is more likely to pro- 
duce such result than any previous one, and those 
who now oppose it will be compelled to acknow- 
ledge the correctness of the measure just as they 
were se to recognize the benefiis of the re- 
duction of five years ago, the establishment of the 
State camp, and other innovations of that nature 
introduced of late. 

The ee of the line having been accom- 
plished and its propriety acknowledged, attention is 
naturally attracted towards the staff, and here we 
find a state of affairs which demands with equal if 
not with greater force the application of the axe. 
We find an adjutant-general with the rank of major- 

eneral, and about a dozen departments each headed 

y a brigadier-general, who in turn has a number of 
assistants with excessive rank, generally colonels. 
A number of those p= tmeenecne are entirely orna- 
mental. The Chief of Ordnance performs the duties 
of the Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, and Ordnance 
Departments; hence there is no Soneeity for a 
——— and a commissary general. The Pay 

partment performs little duty outside of the 
camp, the duties of the Medical and Judge-Advocate 
Departments are not arduous, the Inspector-Gen- 
eral’s and the Rifle Departments are probably em- 
ployed the entire year, but beyond those the other 
departments are sinecures in the fullest sense of the 
word. The reduction of the rank of the adjutant- 
general from major to brigadier- general, that of the 
beads of the other necessary departments to colonel, 
and a reduction of their assistants to a correspond- 
ing grade customary in the Regular Army, are mea- 
sures now demanding the immediate attention of 
the proper authorities. As now constituted the 
Guard is not only staff topheavy but lopsided, and 
justice to the line demands immediate action with a 
view to the restoration of the eer equilibrium. 

The rank of the general staff cannot be changed 
except by the Legislature. Gen. Porter is heartily 
in favor of the reduction herein proposed, and the 
matter will be presented to the Legislature next 
session. 


THE COMING BRIGADE COMMANDERS. 


WirH the approaching election of Brigadier-Gen- 
erals the interest in the subject increases. In New 
York City both Generals .G. Ward and Louis 
Fitzgerald are candidate:, but as to the result of the 
eleetion there 1s still much doubt. Gen. Fitzgerald 
is sure of the three votes of the Seventh, and in all 
probability also of the two of the Eighth. The three 
votes of the Ninth are doubtful, particularly that of 
the Colonel, nor is there any certainty of the Lith. 
lt isnot believed that the 12th and the 22d will cast 
their ballots for either of the candidates, but if there 
should be no other choice, then, as an old vom- 
mander of the 12th,Gen. Ward would stand tbe best 
chance with that regiment. Col. Cavanagh, of the 
69th, will hardly be in favor of Gen. Fitzgerald, who 
muy, however, be reasonably certain of receiving 
the votes of the Lieut.-Colonel and Major. Col. 
McAlpine, of the 71st, is abroad, the intentions of the 
Lieut.-Colonel are not known, while the Major, @ 
former 7th regiment man, will probably be in favor 
of Fitzgerald. The votes of the two batiery com- 
manders are uncertain. 
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In Brooklyn the case rests between Generals Mc- 
Leerand Ward. The latter is solid with the 23d, 
but is not the choice of the 47th, and hardly of the 
32d. The 13th is doubtful, while the 14th stands like 
a man for McLeer, whose chances, under the circum- 
stances, seem the most favorable. 

This is the situation as we go to press, and, as the 
facts explain themselves, no comment is necessary. 





LAST WEEK OF THE NEW YORK CAMP. 


Durine the week, from Aug. 1 to Aug. 7, twelve 
separate companies, divided into three battalions of 
four companies, each under the separate command 
of a field officer, composed the garrison of the camp. 
The commanders were Lieut. Col. Sam. Welch, of the 
65th; Lieut. Col. Heman Dowd and Maj. John J. 
Riker, both of the 12th. Col. Welch had for his ad- 
jutant Capt. G. E. B. Hart, of the 22d; Col. Dowd was 
assisted in the same capacity by Capt. W. Humphrey, 
of the 12th, and Maj. Riker by Adjt. J. E. Schermer- 
horn, of the same regiment. Capt. Hart was adju- 
tant the previous week under Col. Harding. Col. 
Dowd is a graduate of West Point, while Lieut. Col. 
Welsh had served with his own regiment in camp in 
the beginning of the season. It was Maj. Riker’s 
first experiment as an independent commander. All 
those from the start showed that they meant practi- 
cal work, and plenty of it. No time was wasted in 
drilling officers and men in useless and untactical 
performances as addition to parades and other cere- 
monies. With remarkably cool and favorable 
weather there was plenty opportunity for work of 
the proper kind, and none of the battalion com- 
manders allowed his opportunities to escape. 

It is hardly necessary to again repeat the multi- 
tude of minor mistakes which were committed on 
duty of all kind in the beginning of the week. 
They were so similar to those we have been com- 
pelled to point out six weeks in succession that an- 
other repetition seems tedious. The two battalions 
under command of Col. Dowd and Major Riker 
were frequently consolidated for battalion drill, 
and no doubt the experienced eye of the commander 
and his decisive commands and rapid methods 
proved highly effective in bringing the ideas of the 
company commanders, which were as various and 
far apart as the locations of their commands, to a 
state of harmony necessary for effective work. Col. 
Welch frequently exercised his command in single 
rank, which was by some condemned because it 
created too large a front, while the battalion com- 
mander asserted that this was his very object, in 
order to accustom his temporary subordinates to 
more extensive formations. There was no harm 
done either way, and Col. Welch's battalion came 
out none the worse for it. 

The details of the daily. work required are well 
known, and nothing new to be said about that mat- 
ter beyond the statement that the programme was 
well adhered to and fully carried out. As was only 
natural under the circumstances and principles 
which governed the progress of the camp, the last 
week proved the best, and the work was more 
thorough, the instruction more effective, the pro- 
gress more rapid and complete than during any 
previous week. This statement is a general one, 
and refers to each week’s duty as a whole. 
The three commanders proved themselves compe- 
tent officers, while of Lieut.-Col. Dowd it may be 
said that he made a particular success of his first op- 
portunity as a National Guard battalion com- 
mander. His command doubtless made the greatest 
progress. 

To commanders as well as their staff officers be- 
long the credit of having made the most success- 
ful week’s work during the season, and the end of 
the camp justified the fairest hopes of those who 
made the plans on which it was carried out during 
the present zeason. 


RESULTS AND LESSONS OF THE N. Y, CAMP. 


Tue New York camp of 1886, which after a con- 
tinuation of seven weeks, concluded ou Saturday, 
Aug. 7, was conducted on a system for which there 
is probably no precedent, but it was none the less 
successful. There wasstill much to criticise in every 
respect, but when the work 1s compared with that 
of 1882 and 1883, a degree of improvement became 
manifest, scarcely anticipated when the camp was 
first founded. The progress this year may be re- 
garded as especially marked, when it is considered 
that the troops ordered up were among the most in- 
experienced in the very qualities required to do the 
practical work of the encampment in a satisfactory 
manner. 

In taking charge of the camp personally, Adjt. 
Gen. Porter was guided by various reasons. It was 
not his desire or choice originally, but the difficulty 
of making a proper selection for a camp commander, 
compelled him to take the action he did. This action 
was by no means intended toimply that the Na- 
tional Guard was destitute of officers with the neces- 
sary qualifications to properly conduct tke camp; 
on the contrary there are many, but the difficulty 
Was that among these there was no one who could 
Spare the necessary time. As this year’s experiment 
Was still untried, as uniformity of system through 
the entire seven weeks was an essential requirement, 
and as the work of the State instructors could only 
be performed with effect, if backed by the dictum 
of an officer of rank, there was under the circum- 
stances no alternative but to take charge of the 
whole himself. In exercising his functions the im- 
mediate commanders of the troops were allowed the 
utmost latitude in their arrangements, provided the 
geseral programme of exercises laid down was ad- 

ered to, and the principles as to simplicity and the 
avoidance of show and unmilitary practices were 
not violated. 

The aspect of the camp at first glance at once 
the impression that business and not tomfoole 
Was its object. This generally put the men on their 
best behavior from the start, and increased the in- 
terest of the officers in their work. The constant 
exercise of a uniform and rigid, but reasonable sys- 
tem of discipline, is at the bottom of the universal 
quiet behavior, obedience, soldierly bearing and 
strict attention to their work on the part of the men. 

t is safe to assert that no body of troops of this class 
Was ever brought down to such a state of discipline 
88 prevailed in this camp in so brief ~~ 

his isa matter of more than usual interest, and 
One reaching beyond the immediate subject of the 
camp, because it shows the calibre of the material 
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composing the State troops, and demonstrates the 
ease and rapidity with which they could be 
into practical soldiers under ~ guidance, if 
emergency should arise. Their lack of knowledge 
of technical military requirements is a different 
matter. 

To effect satisfactory and lasting results in this 
respect, the means Pte Nag years have proven in- 
adequate. The introduction this year of the system 
of general State instructors in the different branches 
points the way to accomplishing the result more 
effectually. The whole thing was only an experi- 
ment, an entering wedge, but its success bas 
plainly proven that the only means to make the 
camp valuable is to transform it into one large 
schoo] of instruction, with competent teachers for 
every branch. This subject is of great importanve, 
but the perfection of details to make it effective re- 
quires time, and, therefore, no time should be lost 
in oy the necessary plans. In connection 
with this subject, it would seem well to state that 
Col. Phisterer, Lieut. Thurston and Capt. Stacpole 
did valuable work as instructorsin their several 
branches. 

The sanitary condition of the camp, the health of 
the men, the policing of the ground, the preparation 
and quality of the food were almost perfect, aud re- 
flect equal credit upon all who were connected with 
their management. 

When the punctuality and regularity in the trans- 
portation department, especially in moving the sep - 
arate scattered companies to and from camp, is con- 
sidered in connection with the constantly necessary 
issue, transfer, etc., of stores, and with the delicate 
and arduous duty of regulating the subsistence de- 
partment, then it becomes simply a matter of justice 
to say that Gen. Varian, the chief of the supply and 
transportation departments, and bis assistaut, Gen. 
Brownell, are entitled to the highest praise. 

itis intended immediately on evacuation of the 
camp to take up the contemplated improvement of 
the grounds. Improved drainages the first require- 
ment, and proper bathing facilities the next. 
Whether any rocks are blasted away or ravines filled 
does not matter much, and whether the camp 1s 
pitched onthe newly acquired ground towards the 
old rifle range, or left where it is, or pitched over on 
the east side of the plateau, is of no importance. 
There is plenty of room under all circumstances. 

The omission of rifle practice gave opportunity 
for attention to other necessary duties, and as 
Creedmoor offers ample facilities, there is no reason 
why it should be reintroduced at the camp, besides, 
it isimportant to keep up Creedmoor and not to 
draw away its supporters to a different point. 

In summing up the whole, the conclusion is that the 
right system has been adopted and that there is no- 
thing furtber required to transform the annual camp 
into a perfect school of instruction than the perfec- 
tion of the system. ;

The reasons against prematurely taking position 
are multiphed in case of grand-guards: the officers 
for certain platoons may be a matter only confided 
to the adjutant before guard mounting, and they 
need not be assigned tactically.

CAPTAIN GRANT’S OLD POST. 


_ THE Overland Monthly for August contains an ar- 
ticle on “ Capt. Grant’s Old Post, Fort Hamulton,”

occasional stud prevents the crazy roof frum coming down. 
The rear of the little domicil is almost buried in a mass of 
climbing vines, and they have loo and twined their ten- 
orils around gaping doorway and shattered window frame 
and crumbling roof, as if desirous of concealing the erosion 
of a quarter of a century beneath their caressing folds. 
The spacious cottage of the commanding officer is situated 
at the north western corner of the campus, on the very edge 
of the low plateau upon which the post is situated. “ And 
here,” said my conductor, “I have often enjoyed a social 
evening, when, grouped around the cheerful back log, we 
hstened to the yarn of some old hunter or Indiaa fighter, 
while the pleasant faced, silent Captain reclined on the rude 
camp bed and smiled encow ment on the little group be- 
tween the puffs of his cigar.

The story of her achievements during the war has been told 
by the rian appointed by State authority, Col. G. G. 
Benedict, whose first yolume of “Vermont in the Civil War; 
a history of the taken by Vermont soldiers and sailors 
in the War for the Union,” has made its appearance from the 
office of the “Free Press Association,” Burlington, Vt. “It 
is the war record,” as the author tells us, *‘of a sinajl and rural 
commonwealth, heavily drained of its able-bodied men by 
em tion, without large towns or floating population, and 
having thus much less than the average proportion of the 
material out of which modern armies are made, but which 
nevertheless sent to the war ten men ior every one hundred 
of its population, and out of a total enrolment of 37,000 men 
liable to do military duty, stood credited at last with 34,- 
000 volunteers.” ot to be hypercritical, we may say in 
passing thetoutof justsuch material are made modern ar- 
mies, which hold to the principle of universal service without 
exemption. Still, there can be no question that the stalwart 
sons of Vermont furnished material for suldiers such as no 
country in the world, and no State of theUnion, vould excel. 
It is well that the story of their military achievements should 
and it is fortunate that the task of recording them 

ve been commi toso conscientious and ns- 
taking a historian as Col. Benedict, a gentleman favorably 
known by his previous researches in the same field. The in- 
teresting letter to Col. Bénedict from Gen. Meade, which 
appears elsewhere, shows what pains he-has beep accustomed * 
to take to arrive atthe truth. With this volume we have 
portraits of the War Goyernor of Vermont, Erastus Fair- 
ag A Adjutant General, P. T. Washburn; Maj. Gens, 
Wm.

Brooks and L. A. Grant. A dozen sketches of various bat- 
tlefields are also given. This volume brings the history of 
the Vermont troops down to the close of the war; what 
is to tollow dees not @ .

French towns, and, indeed, all the world over. It is 
something like a college. Most of the eminent Paris 
fencers are graduates of the army schvol. The art 
of the sword, far from decreasing since the perfec- 
tion of pistols. has made great strides in France 
during the last quarter of a century, and the clubs 
devoted to it have multiplied. The Ltalian system 
of binding the hand to the sword is never used, but 
now and then you see a wan using the cord that is 
meant to keep the sword from falling completely to 
the ground if the grip is lost. The foil,in ordinary 
scrimmages here, is often struck from the grasp. In 
Paris and at this army school the usual practice is 
with a very lightly held foil; the guard is rather low 
than high. Amateurs are very aptto wear the more 
convenient knee tights and long stockings since the 
introduction of bicycles and lawn tennis, but linen 
trousers are the rule at the army school and witb 
the professors in town. Linen jackets are taking 
the place of Jeather among the amuteurs, apparently 
in imitation of the military fencers, The hold that 
fencing has taken in the United Stetes and Canada 
of late must excuse the length of this jetter and the 
particulars into which | have gone; those who have 
practiced with the foils ever so little may be glad to 
know the state of the game in military and civil 
circles and enjoy a sketch, however slight, of the 
establishment which does most to keep alive the 
practical part of the noblest art of self-defence.” 


ENGLISH ORDNANCE OFFICIALS. 

A DESPATCH of Aug. 7, from London, says: “ The 
Sir William Armstrong Arms Manufacturing Com- 
pany is resorting to extreme measures to'estop the 
military pewspaper exposures of the company’s 
alleged corruption of government officials to secure 
contracts for the supply of ordnance. Receutly the 
company apphed to the Queen’s Bench for an in- 
junction to restrain Captain Armit from continuing 
to publish in the Admiralty and Foot Guards Gazette, 
as he has been doing every week, fresh allegations 
of corruption of ordnance officials by the Arm- 
strongs pending the result of the action for libel 
brought by the company against the cuptain for bis 
original allegation of corruption. In the succeedin 
exposures Cuptain Armit has described in detail 
alleged cases of the grossest character, charging 
several distinguished personages with corruptiou 





The court refuses to grant the injunction, and bases 
the refusal upon the ground that the alleged libels 
fall within the class of ‘ privileged communications.’ 
‘If theze libels are true, says the court, * it is of the 
utmost importance that the country should be made 
aware of the knowledge they convey.’ Captain 
Armit’s object, it is believed, is to force the govern- 
ment to grant a royul commissien of inquiry into 
his charges.”

CAVALRY regiments in the German Army are be- 
ing carefully drilled in the art of swimming their 
horses across rivers. The feat is said to be performed 
with the utmost precision and rapidity, whole regi- 
ments crossing aud recrossing in an astonishingly 
short time. 

Tue Servian Government bave just published an 
official list of the casualties suffered bv the Servian 
Army iu the late war with Bulgaria, viz.: Killed, 44 
officers, 61 non-commissioned officers, and 669 men. 
Wounded—9% officers, 118 non-commissioned officers, 
and 4,055 men. Total casualties, 5,314. 

ANOTHER British steamer, the Hok-Canton, has 
been captured by the Atchinese pirates, ber master, 
engineer, and others killed, the crew and passen- 
gers and master’s wife taken prisoners, und the ship 
looted. The Dutch have sent troops to demand and 
exact reparation, but the Dutch seem powerless in 
those regions.

THE recent meeting of the Emperors of Germany 
and Austria at Gastein and the protracted eonfer- 
ences of Bismarck and Kalnoky are Ns gory as 
omens of peace, and indicate, it is thought, that the 
alliance between Germany and Austria is to con- 
tinue, and is to be made stronger. 

GENERAL MIDDLETON, of Canada, has gone to Brit- 
ish Columbia to arrunge for the fortification of Van- 
couver and other points in that province. An effort 
is making to man these forts with regular troo 
from the British Army now on the reserve list. *The 
War Office, however, objects to their leaving Eng- 
land for any point where they may not be available 
if required for immediate service. 

THE twentieth anniversary of the battle of Lissa, 
in which the Austrian fleet under Admiral Teget- 
hoff, defeated the Italian fleet under Admiral Per- 
sano, occurred July 20. A bronze statue of Admiral 
Tegethoff, somewhat resembling that of Nelson in 
Trafalgar Square, was to have been unveiled iu 
Vienna on the anniversary of his veewety, but that 
nothing should be done to mar the good feeling ex- 
isting between the Austrians and Italians at the pre- 
sent time, the ceremony has been deferred until the 
end of September. 


Tur great fault which can be brought against 
General Boulanger—and for this he will be judged 
severely by those who pass sentence on him now or 
hereafter—is that he has introduced politics into the 
army, intentionally, and with a persistence which it 
is difficult to excuse. Thisis the greatest misfortune 
which could befall France—a misfortune which she 
had hitherto escaped, and to which she is now on 
the point of being condemned. We have now to 
reckon with this new factor which Gen, Boulanger 
has introduced into the public affairs of France, and 
eee even of Europe.

Tue Russian torpedo cruiser Lieut. Ilgin was 
launched at St. Petersburg on July 24. 

Tue British warship Vulture, three guns, built at 
Sheerness about 18 years ago, and recently sold out 
of the Royal Navy as unfit for active service, was 
the last of the wooden gun vessels built before the 
introduction of composite shipbuilding, and has had 
a considerable amount of foreign service. 

Tue fortification works for the defence of the 
port and city of Odessa have been commenced. A 
chain of five powerful batteries will stretch from 
the harbor mouth to Cape Fountain, a distance of 10 
miles, dominating the roads. A series of promin- 
ent headlands at various elevations afford favorable 
and commanding positions. Some 60 pieces of heavy 
cannon in all will be mounted on these batteries, 
but the plans for their full equipment are not yet 
perfected. 

SPEAKING of the recent review in Paris, a German 
paper writes: “ I saw the French Army march past, 
and [ must say the impression made was most favor- 
able. One must not draw conclusions from a com- 
genwon between the two armies. A German review 

iffers from a French review in solidity, and the 
rigidity which characterizes the march of German 
lines has not : been obtained by the French 
Army, and will probably never be obtained. The 
Russians resemble the Germans in this matter more 
than any other nation, and this portion of miltary 
instruction does not appear suited to the French me- 
thod. omgaens a German with a French review, it 
is certain that Germany still possesses a superiority; 
butif we view the matter in another light and 1f we 
compare the French Army of to-day with what it 
was formerly, one must be blind not to see what an 
amount of work has been done, and what progress 
has been recently made in France.”
